Binoe that period the extension of onr railway !
systom has been continued with uoparalleled |
rapidity, while comparstively few extenaive
msw rallways bhave been oconstruoted in
Earope. Of the 45718 miles of
European rallways in existence at the olose
of 1866, 13,28 were lovated in the British
Isles, and extensious eince that period up to
the present time have increased this aggrogate
to 14,247 milea. While ths United States,
with a population but a little greater than
that of Great Britain, coutain three times as
many miles of railway, a contrast based on |
thelr respective areas is greatly to the ad- |
vantage of the latter, for it oontains bul‘
122,650 square miles (or a little less than Lthe |
combined area of Pennsylvania, New York, I
and Ohio), and on this restrioted space
$500,000,000 more money has been expended
for rallways than in the whole of the United
States, over an sggregate area (exclusive of
Alsks) of 3,001,002 eqaare milea. This
contrast would be rendered still more striking
i( it were applied ou the one side striotly to the
railways of England aud Wales, for they have,
in proportion to area, three milua of rallway
for one in Scotland and lreland.

We must turn to Bogland and Wales,
therefore, for exemplificatious of the results
of railwayism in its most extensive and ex-
pengive stage of development. The amount
of transportation and travel conducted over
their roads is enormous. The value of real
estate has been greatly increased, and a won-
derful stimulas has been given to mining,
manufsctores, and commerse. Bat while the
kingdom has been enciched by these enter-
prises, their extraordinary expenditures, ex-
cegslye competition, bad management, fraud,
and varions other canses, have combined to |
render them a source of great loss to stoock-
holders, and they are proving nearly as bad
sn investment as the oil stocks of Pennsyl-
vania. The stock of a few roads Is worth
more than the par value, but these ex-
ceptions are  exoeedivgly rare, and
om & large proportion of the oapital
expended there are either no relurus what-
ever, or annual dividends far below the nsusl
rates of interest ylelded by undonbted seoun-
rities. The British railways have failed, as a
eommeroial speculation, as vompletelyas they
have suooceeded in faviliating the develop-
ment of industrial interests,

Tosome extent asiwmilar vourse of svents
bas marked the rise and progress of the rail-
way aystem of the Uniled States. While the
railways have greatly increased the value of

real estate, and contributed Immensely
to the utilisation of the products
of the mines, the forests, and the

fields of the pation, they have in many
Instances suffered terrible pecuniary embar-
rassments and ruined their stockbolders. Oa
the other hand, there are & considerable num-
ber of profitable railways in this ocouantry,
comparatively few companies are hopelessly
Insolvent, and many are gradually emerging
from financial embarrassments which were at
one Ume oonsidered insurmountable, The
rallway interest is not only absorbing the
capital and braius of the conntry, but the po-
litioal influence it exercises is constantly in-
oreasing; and, indepaudent,_of partisan ques-
tions, it I becoming & milter of some doubt
whether it Is not the raling power of the land.

The railway systems of France and Austris,
and other Continental powere, present a
marked contrast to the English and American
systems. Napoleon and Francis Joseph have
\aken good care to render rallway stooks
profitable by preventing undue competition,
and at the ssme time to waks the rallways s
source of great eventual wealth to thelr
nationsl treasuries, by requiring that at the
expiration of ninety years from the date of
their completion they shall become Govern-
ment property.

In Kogland snd the United States the rall-
Way companies make their tersmas with infla-
ential powers that be, individaally, through
whom they obtain, nominally for nothing, or
for the public good, the concessions which are
granted in France and Anstris only on condi-
Hom of an eventual surrender of all their
property.

The Condition of the Hiraets.

We are gratified to see that the Gonrt has
taken up this matter, and if the Grand Jary
will vigorously perform their daty in the pre-
miges, in the full epirit of the charges by the
Court, we may look for some improvement.
The strests ars in & 8hookiog oondition, and
every warm day the stench from sowme of
them is pearly overpowering. A very open
winter has given promise of an early spring,
apd as soon as the warm westher sets in the
filth in the atreets will be in the highest
degree offensive. It bas been suffolently
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demonstrated that the only sure preventative
of oholera, vyellow fever, and other
protilent digeares, is the most thorough
oleanliness; and in consideration of thia fast,
the meglect of the offivers oharged with re-
wovipg the garbage from the streeta and
alleys of the city is nothing less than oriminal,
The public besalth sod publio decsncy
call for a thorongh cleaning of the oity
immediately, and the Grapd Jary will
be entitled to the thanks of the ocom-
munity if they will exaroise their powers in
the onse, and present the negligent offtolals, in
accordance with Judge Peirce’s Instructions,
for malntaining and contivuing & nuisavce.
A little energy and vigor properly applied
will often accomplish wonders In wmatters of
this kind.

The Commercial Exchange.

YesTERDAY was an occaslon which will be
lorg held in remembrance by the ocommeroial
portion of our gommunity. It witnessed the
dedioation of the new hall of the Commeroial
Exchavge to the purposes of trade, and In the
eveniog the members of the assooiation, with
their invited guests, sat down to an elegant
banquet at the Continental Hotel. The build-
ing to which the Commercial Exchange have
now travsferred their dally gatheringy
fe ome of the most elegant and
commodiouns in the entire oity, and
is eunrpassed in both respectsa by bat
few, if any, similar buildiogs in the United
States. It is not less an ornament to Phila-
delphia than a ¢redit and convenienos to the
body by which it was ereoted. With their
advent npon this new field, we may antioi-
pate for the aszsociation a large inorease in
their membership and basinesg, to the marked
benefit of the interests of the oity at largs.

OBITUARY.

Alphouse de Lamartine,

The cable this moraning anoounoces the death
of Alphonee de Lamartine, the distingulabed
French poet and statesman.

Alphonse de Prat de Lamartine was born at
Macon on the 218t of Ootober, 1700. Darlng
the first partof his life he bore the name of
De Prat, but afterwards adepled that of Lumar-
tine, on the demih of & maternal nuncle, He
was descended from an anolent snd noble
family, sand was the eldest of elght ehildren.
ALl the time of his birth hils father was io
prison—a calamity which twioe befel him dar-
iog the Reveolution, on accountof his loyalty
to the unforiunate dLouls XVI. Eventually,
afler having enconntered many daogers, he
was set free on the 9th termidor (27th Jaly,1794),
and retired to his country resldence at Milly,
where he llved in retirement till his death, at
the advanced age of ninety. At Mlily the poet
passea the first twelve years of his lile; his
only temcher was hils gified and exoellent
mother, who tanght him (o read in an old illas-
trated Bible, rewardiog hima with the slghtof
a ploture when be bad overcome the difticultles
of mchapter,

At the age of twelve young Lamartine was
sent to school &l Lyouns, from which he was
afterwards removed 1o the Oollege of Belley, on
the frontiers of Aavoy, & school of muoh repu-
tation, conduoted by the Jesulls, He made
rapid progress in his studles, and gave proofy
of greal poetlo tnlent. He flolshed
Lis educatlon n  Parls, and Ian 1810
he started on & towr torough Italy with
oneof his relatives, lo the followlng year he
relurned to Paris and began to make llterary
efforts which sitracted atltention. The oele-
brated aotor Talma wasone of those with whom
be became aoqualnted. A considerable pro-
perty whioh he lnherited from a maternal uncle
&bout this time led Lim Into & life of dlssipa-

excessos, Lo recover from whioh he was sent Lo
Nuples, On his recovory he spent some Lime
in the lsland of Proelda, where he met and
becamo enamored of the fHsber malden Gra-
rlella, whose unntimely end e has lamenied in
bls Vearsos,

In 1814, on the first fall of Napoleon, Lamur,

He was firsl senl as an allache to the
French Embaksy at Fiorenee, and then, afiar a
few months' residevce In London as Beorotary
of e Embassy, he was teut bsok agaln to the
Takcan eaplial In tho same onpnol'y. Daring
hinsecond diplomatie reridence at Florenoe he
mairied a young Foglish lady, who broughs
nim a oorsiderable foriuve; and with whom
he Hved on the most pfectionnte teroas down
to bher dea'h In 1-06.

In the year 154 appesred the “"Nouvelles
Meditstions Pootigues,"” whioch ware qulie
worthy of (helr ppedecessors, Lhoagh they were
iather more ogmeniary. This volume of
Iyrios wes lollewed in the course of the same
yeur by a didactle poem, en'dtled “La Mort do
Bocrete,"” snd "Lo Cosnt du Bucre,'" an ode on
tbe cotouation of Coarles X, whioch wers both
worlhy of the mathor's reputation, Afier the
dealb of the poet Byron, 1t ocourred to Lamar-
tipe 1o make the dapgerous atlempl Lo oowm -
plete “Untide Harold,” aud in the course of the
your 1825 the 1asult nppenred under tho title of
“lLe Dernler Chant du Pelerlaags d'Hyrold "’
Though this poem has groal merlt, yol even Lhe
poet's most ardout adinirers wora com pelied to
Admit that be fmlied to sttilo 1o Lhe I petusues
flow of Byrow's verse. The unocomp!imeulary
mapper i wbich he spoke of [aly in this
poem, howaver, aroused the wrath of one Colo-
nel Pepe, an ofMoer ia the army of the Kiog of
Napies, und the Colonel threa ened the poet
with a ohallenge unless he consented (o remove
the vbuoxlous verses from the poem. Ths post
replied toal bhe was nol to be Influenced by
threats, and ln the duel which thereupon ensaed
Le was severely wounded.

On the 1st of Aprl), 1830, Lamartine entored
the Academy, and in his gpecch on that ocor-
slon gave signs of the oratoricsl abliivy which
be wus destined atierwards to dlsplay 80 bril-
lantly doriug his shorl politionl career. A few
weeks later ho locressed his poetieal fame
conrlderably by the publioationof two volumes
ot lyrics, eatitled “Harmonels Pootlques el
Religlenses,'” Aboul thistime Lamartine, who
bad long wished to visiL Gresoe, obtained (rom
the King the appoluiment of Ambassador Lo
that country, but Charies X's fall look place
betore he hed set ont, and though the new king
cffered him. tbe same post, be Wought bimseks
in loyally bound to decline I, Hoeaded Lhe
peel’s diplomutio career,

Limaitine had an intense desire to distin-
guish himselfl in polliics, and be therefora
otferéd bimgell g a candidale for the represen
tation of Dupkirk and Toulon, He was rej=oted
10 both towus, however, and to hide his oha-
grin he resolved to muke a journey o the Kast,
which bhe bad long counlemplnied, In Janes
1854, be set eall with nbis wife and daughter. He
travelled through Greece and HByria, but the
desth of his aaughbter caused bim to return to
France sovoner than he had contemplated
Duilpng hisabsencewne cunvassiog of his friends
hud besn successful, and Le was elected deputy
for Bergues by the Legliimist party, Oa the
4th of Januoary, 1534, he made nls frsl parlia-
menlary speech.

Tue eoief frult of Lamartine's vislt to the
East was one of the most deightful books of
travel which has ever been wrltten. It ap:
peared In 1835, In four volumes, under the
stragglic g title of “Les Bouveniry, lmpressions,
Pensees o Paysages, pendunt un Voyage en
Orleut; ou, Notes d'nn Voyageur,"

In the following year Lumariine's most fa-
mous poem, *Jocelyn,' was published, and at”
traoted & great deal of altentlon., His next
poetical work wasan eple skeleh entitled *La
Chute d'un Ange, which appeared lo 1815, and
with its striking beanilea and startiing fanits
excited a great deal of [nvorable and adverse
eriticism. Inthe foliowlng year Lamartine's
last great poetical work wea published under
the title of “Les Recuelilements Poeliques,'”
with & remarkable preface on the Lhen positlon
of poetry in France.

Foon after Lamartine’s entrance lato politi-
cal life, the Chamber was dissolved, and In the
ensulng elections he was relurned by Bergues
and Macon. He declded in favor of his native
town, and, belng re elected in 1837, he continued
o represent that town U1l 1848, After having
distinguished himself for some years ad auo in-
dependent member of the Uhamber, he aspired,
in 1841, to become the FPresident, Belog opposed 1
i this by the Government, he then aban-
doned his independent tactlcs, and endeavored
to gain for himselfa prominent position in the
ranks of the opposition; and some years later, on
the death of the Duke of Orleans, wnen Lhere
was a contest on the Regency gquestion, he op-
posed the Government, and contended in favor
of the Regenoy of the Duohess of Orleans, with
the hope, it 1s sald, of becoming Prime ulnmor
In ease her son should come to the throng
daring bls minority. Bhortly before this he
had published his famous “ Hisloire des Giron-
dins"—a work In which he shed all the
obarms of romance over the terrible scenes of
the Revolution, and 1s reproached with having
gllded the guiilotine, The admiration whioh
thia romantle narrative created for the revolo-
yonists of 1780 did much Lo prépare for the
Revolution of 18i8.

Afier the fiight of Louls Pullippe, when, on
the 28d of February, 1838, the Duchess of Or-
lemns entered the Chamber with her two young
sons, Lamartine had 1t in his power, by a word,
to put the Regenl's crosvyn on the bead of the
Duohess.

He slded wiih the Hepublicans, however.
and in a ghort time he found himselfl Lhe most
i portant and lutinential member of the Gov-
erpment, Inthe very firslt days of his power
be bad & grand opportunity of displaying his
courage, The popunlace sssembled in angry
masses on the Pince de Greve, and wildly oried
for the “drapeau rouge,’’ that dread symbol
of popular viclence and the relgu of blood,
While all s colleagues drew back lo terror.
Lamartine boldly stepped forward, and at the
peril of his life eloquently dissuaded the flerce
multitude from thelr sangulnary intentllons.
This was the greatest day of his life; and we
could look with more nnmiogled admiration
on his berolec conduet on this occasion U his
insuilerable vaplly bad not prompted him
afterwards, In speaking of that day, o niter
tbe self-satisficd  words, "J'etals sublime 08
jourla!” Lamartine deserves great aredit for
having, on this same ocoaslon, prooured the
passage of & law for the abolition of caplta)
punishment in political cases, & law whioh
saved France in 1848 from & repelition of the
borrors of the R volution of 1780,

The poet statesman had now attained such
 helght of popularity that, in the electloas of
Muay, 1845, mfter (he Provisiopal Governmant
bad resigned, no less than eleven elootoral
distriots chose him as Lholr representative In
the new National Assembly, The firsl 0are of

wis Tullowed durlog the next Len years by
tevernl other historlonl works, ol whioh the
most Important were Lthe blatolres " Daila Kes .
tsurntion,” “Des Coustituauts,” and "De In
Turquie"

It was 88 A recompense for the lnst-named
work that the sullan granted him a peasion of
L1000 s yenr. All these historionl works are
morked by the same distinguisulog qualities
und defeots as wers nobiceable ln his famons
history of tbe “Girondine'" Aboal the samo
time Lamariine made some sonocess'ul efforts
In the Neld of pure romance, as examples of
viilch we may name “Raphasel,” sald to be
founded on bis own esily love experienoes;
“"Genevieve," and the dellghtfal viliage tales of
"L Tallleur de Plerrea do Balot Polnt' Na-
merous bistorioal and blographloal sketshes
have been the result of Lis labors: the most im-
portant of these Inter works are *'Les Hom mes
de la Restauratlon," “Les Urand Hommes de
'Orlent," and “Portralis et Blographles.” To
relieve the poet from his pecunlary difonlties
the French Government, in 1867, allotted to
bim bhalf a mililon of francs ot whe publio
money, though the grant was sirennously
oppotid on varions gronnds. Consldering thst
Lumaitive, in 1848, proposed to the Assem-
bly o renew agalpst Louis Napoleon, by
pame, the general deoree of banlshment
which had been passed in 1830 against
#ll the princes of the Bonaparte famlly, this
grant was oreditable to the generosity of the
LEmperor. During the later years of his life
Luroartine obscured nis fame and brought him-
gclf Into digcredit by playing the rofe of genteel
begpar. He squandered his estates ln the most
reckless manper, and then, with & most lnordl-
pate vanity and self-concelr, he presumed on
bis services as & glatesman and post to bring
his necessities before the publie and to demand
from the French people, as & right, rellef from
his peouniary difonlties, His latest soheme in
the beégeing llne was one to induce the Franch
Government to purchssa the copyright of all
bis works, but it did not sunccesd any batter
than some of his ovher money-ralsing projects,
as the Government and people were allike dig-
gueted at his conduet, Lamariine will leave a
reputation sccond to none among the contems
porary French wrilers,. WNe was master of a
graceful and clegant style, which will always
meke Lthe perusal of bis works a pleasure, and
@8 a poet he was distinguished fora fino fancy
and melodious versifloation,
